Matter Was Agreed To by Council, 
but Aldermanic Board Will 
Not Concur Until Progress 
Has Been Made in 
Freight Rate Fight. 


The sale of a right of way through the 
@umping grounds to the Atlanta, Knox- 
Wille and Northern railroad was held up 
yesterday afternoon by the aldermanic 
Board until November |, when the board 
is to meet in adjourned session and con- 
Sider the proposition. 

This action was the fresult of two 
Causes. The first is that the freight bu- 
feau has requested the general council 
to grant no more concessions to any 
failroads until they manifest a disposi- 
tion to treat with the business men of 
the city regarding freight rates, and the 
pecond is that the members of the al- 
Germanic board were not exactly satis- 
fied with the ehape in which the pro- 
Posed sale of the land was found to be. 

The meeting of November | is to be 
held at 3 o'clock in the afternoon and 
fepresentatives of both the freight bu- 
guea and of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Worthern will be invited to be present 
for the purpose of presenting their respec- 
tive sides of tne case 

It is probable that it will be a lively 
hearing, for the reason that the right of 
way through the dumping grounds is 
eaid to be almost indispensable to the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern if that 
road ig to continue building its tracks 
adnto the city. It is therefore expected 
that the road will make a strong fight to 
have the sale of the property agreed to 
by the city authorities. The freight bu- 
peau, on the other hand, will doubtless 
realise the importance of the sale of jand 
and will present objections to the mem-~ 
bers of the aldermanic board. 

Large Price for Land. 


(By the sale of land to the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern the city would 
have received $4,000, and in addition the 
smilroad had agreed to erect new stables 
for the sanitary department on the dump- 
img grounds, t© maintain a spur track 
600 feet long for the benefit of the cily, 
to erect fences around both the stabi¢ 
and the new right of Way, tv construct 
@ new bridge across a creek and to give

It is likely that President Roosevelt's 
postoffice department will have tp pass 
upon an issue raised in the ninth district 
congressional campaign by the action of 
the republican candidate, James M. Ash- 
ley, who recently removed his citizenship 
from Ohio to Georgia for the purpose of 
breaking into congress. 

Mr. Ashley recently sent out his letter 
of acceptance under cover of a document 
used by congressmen in mailing free to 
their constituents such speeches and 
other acts of theirs constituting a part 


Washington, October 20.—American 
marines wil] be retained on the isthmus 
of Panama for the present, prepared to 
meet any émengency which may arise as 
the result of the disgruntled elements in 
the new republic. This decision was 
reached today and orders have been is- 
sued for a new battalion of marines 
to go to the island, about November 165. 
to relleve the battalion which has been 
there for a year. This new battalion 
will be commanded by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Thomas N. Wood. The exact num- 
ber of men in this new battalion has 
not been decided on, but it probably will 
be of about the same size as the bat- 
talion noW 6n the island, which is to be 
brought home ang dispersed among the 
marine barracks in the northern part of 
the United States, 

That the situation on the isthmus is 
still hot all that could be desired is the 
news which came to Washington today 
in a personal lefter from an official now 
in Panama. While the Panama govern- 
ment is entirely loyal, 1t seems that there 
are certain disgruntled elements on the 
isthmus, and in view of the ease with 
which revolutions are started in Cen- 
tral and South America, it is the officia] 
opinion here that the marines should re- 
main there for the present. 

It is hoped that the mission of Secre- 
tary Taft will have a far-reaching effect 
in bringing all elements on the isthmus , 
into harmonious accord with this goy- 
ernment’s policy. 

Colombians Concentrating. 

Colon, October 20.—There is a rumor, 
current here that a large body of armed 
Colombians has been concentrated near 
Culebra with the intention of making apr 
attack there on November 4, the first 
anniversary of the secession of Panama 
from Colombia. The canal zone author- 
ities are investigating the report, though 
not muca importance is attached to the 
rumor, the origin of which is attributed 
to malcontents. 

Glad Taft Is Coming. 

Panama, October 20.—The news from 
Washington that Secretary of War Taft 
is to comé to the isthmus next month, 
accompanied by Minister Obaldia and 
William Nelson Cromwell, counsé] of the 
Panama company, to arrange the mat- 
ters in controversy between the United 
States government and Panama and the 
declarations of President Roosevelt on 
the subject, are received with satisfac- 
tion in all circles. President Amador is 
in’ receipt of messages of congratulation 
from all parts of this republic.

New York. October 20.—Senator Charles 
A. Culberson, of Temas, was the prin-

became an independent state and the sub-

termed ‘‘the spinit of, lawlessness which 
led the president in this disgraceful af- 
fair,” he declared that the transaction 
‘“‘above all others in his career, strikingly 
typifled his contempt of all legal re- 
straint and his insatiable passion for per- 
sonal and arbitrary gpvernment.’’ 

Continuing Senator Iberson said: 

“Choosing an occasion on which he can 
appeal to the avarice of the people and 
thus temper their spirit of resistance to 
usurpation, he respected nether tegal 
bounds nor national good faith, amd, as 
the incident serves to ilhistrate not only

“It is quiet in front of the left army, 
though the enemy occasionally sends 
Shells toward our positions. On the 
night of October 18 the enemy attacked 
the front of the left column, but he was

Prominent Surgeon While Suffer- 
ing Jumps To Death 


Nurse at Hospital Saw Him on Bal- 
cony and Tried To Prevent 
Him From Jumping—Came 
Near Losing Her 
Life. 


Philadelphia, October 20.—Suffering fron. 
acute nervous disorders, Dr. George H. 
Purviance, of Washington, D. C., assist- 
ant surgeon general of the marine hos- 
pital service, jumped from the fourth 
Story window of the Orthopaedic hospital 
in this city this evening and was instant- 
ly killed. A nurse who attempted to pre- 
vent the doctor from leaping to the side 
walk had a thrilling escape from death. 
Dr. Purviance had been closely watched. 
This evening the nurse saw him open a 
window on the fourth floor and step out 
on a small balcony. She followed quick- 
ly and grasped the doctor on the shoulder 
as he was climbing over the balcony rail. 
He tried to free himself, and then caught 
the nurse about the waist and was slowly 
dragging her over the rail when she man- 
aged to break his hold on her. Before 
she could again seize him the invalid 
plunged head foremost into an areaway 
below the sidewalk. He was dead when 
picked up.

Two reserVe corps regiments 
which had not befvre Deen under tre, 
bore the brunt. of the Japanese advance 
and obstinantely held their ground, The 
following day the battle was resumed 
With the fullest intensity. The Japa- 
nese threw themselves headlong against 
the positions of tne Sixth and Seven- 
teenth conps. The fighting continued the 
whole day, despite a terruic downpour of 
rain and a fearful thunder storm. A 
Japanese battery dashed out from Gen- 
eral Oku’'s right and opened a deadly fire 
upon the Russian trenches until the left 
artillery brigade came into action, 


JAPANESE IEFT ARMY 
LOST FIVE THOUSAND. 
Tokio, October 20.—Reports received 


of the Japanese left army during the 
recent battles at 5,000. The Russian dead 
is largely increased by the further dis- 
covery of bodies, notwithstanding the 
nightly removals by lantern light.

A junk which left Liaot! promontory 
yesterday was driven by a gale and ar- 
rived here tonight bringing 100 coolies 
who left Port Arthur because they feared 
injury from Japanese shells. The coolies 
say that on October [3 there was flerce 
fighting for several hours on the slopes 
of Rihlung mountain between compara- 
tively small forces, during which the 
Japanese lost 300 killea or wounded. The 
coolies were unable to give details of the 
fighting, but apparently it was the result 
of one of the numerous sorties made 
by the Russians against the Japanese

The total bond issue of the 
state ig $9,357,600 with interest of 
$448,680, and $185,400 barred for various 
reasons.

In his message to the last legislature 
Governor Jelks said proposals had been 
‘made looking to the issuance of a 3% 
per cent bond, the buyer paying the 
difference between the 3% per cent and 
the 4-and 5 until maturity, whieh would 
amount to about $16,000 per year. The 
governor said also that the bidders 
agreed to take all of the A, B and C 
bunds, $8,483,600, at 3% per cent, pay 
this $16,000 a year and interest suffl- 
cient to reduce the bonds to something 
less than 3% per cent. The purchasers 
were to be allowed to buy up the old 
bonds and have new ones issued to them 
at the new rate of interest so far as they 
were able. The governor did not think 
this arrangement as good as the state 
could make, and declined the offer, since 
which time there has been nothing furth- 
er done,

Indianapolis, Ind., October 20.—The 
populist campaign in this city and Marion 
county was opened :tonight .by Hon. 
Thomas. E. Watson, .the party’s candi- 
date for president, who spoke at. a mass- 
meeting in English opera house. The 
theater was well filled. Among other 
things Mr. Watson discussed the speeches 
qf Mr. Bryan, made for Judge Parker, 
in .his Indiana tour, which, closed, tor 
night, expressing the kindliest feelings 
toward Mr. Bryan and eulogizing what 
he called his services to true democracy 
during the last eight years, but he said 
he believed Mr. Bryan had: now placed 
himself in a false position. Said he: 

“The plutocratic element in the demo- 
cratic party nullified the democratic vic- 
tory in 1892 by using Cleveland’s second 
administration as an opportunity for the 
most shameless class legislation _ this 
country has ever known. -Even in 1896, 
when Mr. Bryan was strong enough to 
secure the nomination, the plutocratic 
element in his own party was so power- 
ful that it closed up the avenue of suc- 
cess by retaining upon the ticket Arthur 
Sewall, of Maine. In each campaign 
the gold standard element in the demo- 
cratic party knifed and defeated Mr. 
Bryan. In 1904 that element completely 
overthrew him at St. Louts.

In discussing the question or a malaria 
commission, Dr. Hilsman staked that 
malaria is caused by a germ and not by 

air, as was once commonly thought. 
He Says the germ of malaria is conveyed 
On the body of a certain genus of the 
mosquisto, the circulation of the germ 
being brought about by a hyperdermical 
injection of the insect. He also gives an 
tilustration to show that the disease of 
malaria is transmitted not only by mos- 
qQuitoes, but that the germ floats through 
the air. In view of the good which the 
tu ulosis commission is expected to 
accomplish the idea which Dr. Hilsman 
Suggests in regard to a malaria commis- 
sion is attracting some attention.

DIRECTORS ACT 
S CHALLENGED 


Tennessee Presbyterian Synod 
Debates Removal Question, 


“Tf Body Has No Authority To Act 
iii University Removal Mat- 
ter, How Could It Have 
Appointed Directors?’

Knoxville, Tenn., October 20.—(Special.) 
The Tennessee synod of the southern 
Presbyterian church, after a debate ex- 
tending almost all day, this afternoon 
adopted a resolution challenging the au- 
thority of the board of directors of the 
Southwestern Presbyterian university, at 
Clarksville, Tenn., to be a self-perpetuat- 
ing body, and also ‘denying that the di- 
rectags have full authority in controlling 
the university. 

This is, in effect, a challenge of the 
directors’ action in enjoining the synods 
from taking action in regard to the re- 
moval of the university from Clarksville 
to Atlanta. 

It was brought out this afternoon that 
the directors of the university claim to 
have an invested right, by the institu- 
tion’s charter, granted under the laws of 
Tennessee, to control the institution ab- 
solutely, and that the synod has no legal 
right to act In the matter of the pro- 
posed removal from Clarksville to At- 
lanta. 

The sentiment of the majority of the 
members of the Tennesse synod was ex- 
pressed by 
Belle-Buckle, in a vigorous speech, when

The Interstate Commerce Issue. 

The following is an extract from an 
editorial leader in The Chicago Record- 
Herald, a republican newspaper: 

For they have sown the wind and they shall 
reap the whirlwind.—Hos. vili, 7. 

This passage from scripture is recom- 

mended to the earnest consideration of 
the men who are making a mock of the 
interstate commerce law and exalting 
themselves in the thought that they can 
reduce the interstate commerce contis- 
sion to impotence. For they are chal- 
lenging a whole people to combat when 
the people are in a temper not only to 
accept the challenge but to give battle 
without quarter. 
‘It is plain, too, that there {!s reason 
enough for the aggressive spirit that is 
manifested by the people. Confronted in 
the first place with the dangerous power 
of monopolies which was exercised with 
an arrogant disregard of every principle 
of justice, they have had numerous 
laws enacted to curb that power only to 
have them evaded by obvious tricks 
and hidden frauds. It is the same story, 
whether these laws are state laws or fed- 
eral laws, anti-trust acts or interstate 
commerce acts, whether the evasions are 
by mergers, gentlemen’s agreements, or 
private car contracts. 

Such methods delay, but they do not 
prevent a day of reckoning, in which 
the maze of legal technicalities will 
come to naught and power will be wrest- 
ed from those who abuse it. How radi- 
cal the remedy may be we do not know, 
but the greater the provocation the more 
thorough the deprivation of power will 
be. If it is necessary for the state to 
take over monopolies in order to con- 
trol them it will do so. The whirlwind 
will not cease until the people are Weed 
from the fraud and oppression of which 
they make such just complaint. 

A populist or even a _ socialistic 
paper would hardly have put the case 
more strongly, so far as the “whir! 
wind” threat is concerned, and this 
republican paper speaks the solemn 
truth. If there is one;issue of all 
others that, because of its vital import- 
ance, deserves to be made paramount 
in the present campaign, that issue is 
the one involved in the emasculated 
state of the interstate commerce com: 
mission. Unable to thwart the will of 
the people and the cause of justice by 
preventing the passage of the inter- 
state commerce bill in a congress 
actuated by democratic honesty, the 
pooled railroads of the land seem to 
have negatived the regulative powers 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to their entire satisfaction by, as 
the author of the bill, John H. Reagan. 
expressed it, “picking away” its vital 
provisions in the federal courts. 

As the result of adverse decisions 
in the federal courts, the interstate 
commerce act is, to all practica] in- 
tent and purposes, a dead letter, and 
the interstate commerce commission 
little better than a superfluous offi- 
cial sineeure. It follows that the ship- 
pers Of the United States are being 
mulcted out of millions of dollars 
every year in extortionate freight 
rates, and scores of cities are being 
discriminated against in the fixing of 
freight tariffs in favor of other cities | 
that happen to be in railroad favor. 
The common carriers are today mak- 
ing effective-one of the most gigantic 
combinations in restraint of trade in 
the whole country, for what restrains 
trade like excessive freight rates, and 
who can doubt the combination of the 
common carriers? Of course. as in 
the case of the meat packers. this mo- 
nopolistic condition may be legally de- 
termined to be “not proven,” but the 
public is not inclined to give the non- 
competing railroads the benefit of a 
single doubt. The effect is too ob- 
viously from a certain cause. 

At the present time the only rem- 
edy in sight is the platform declara- 
tion of the democratic party, which 
promises the oppressed public another 
congressional effort to regulate inter- 
state commerce through an act that 
will hold good in the courts where tho 
other act is apparently defective. It 
may be arguei that for a few years 
to come a republican senate wil] ef- 
fectually veto any legislation of the 
Kind by a democratic house, but this, 
if true, is no reason why the popular 
electorate should nof lay hold of the 
nearest weapon at hand. A demo- 
cratic administration, pledged to in- 
terstate commerce relief, is infinitely 
preferable to a republican administ<3- 
tion that for eight years has attempt- 
ed no relief and that in its present 
platform ignores the subject altogeti- 
er. It is democratic control of the leg- 
islative and executive branches of tie 
government that is calculated to avert 
the “whirlwind” of outworn public pa- 
tience which our esteemed Chicago 
contemporary declares is coming. Bet- 
ter it were averted in this way than 
in recourse to paternalistic socialistic 
hobbies like government ownership. 

As we remarked at the outset, this 
is the greatest political issue before 
the American people today, and that 
is saying a great deal. The ham- 
strung shipping interests of the coun- 
try are crying despairingly for relief. 
The democratic party promises needed 
relief, if it is possible through legisla- 
tion and administrative influence. 
The republican party promises noth- 
ing. It says not a word. It stands as 
a self-confessed party to the con- 
spiracy of the common carriers against 
the common citizenship.

HAT the democratic nationa? com-

IS FAR REACHING 


Might Mean the Loss of Thou- 
sands of Dollars 


ew Compress Does Work Right at 


the Gin, and Ginners Want Com- 
pressed Cotton Kate—Question 
Now Before Railroad 
Commission. 


Though of seeming smal] import, there 
is now in progress before the railroad 
commission a fight over cotton rates 
that may mean thousands and hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to the railroads, 
or to the big cotton compress owners, 
which is the same thing. 

The question, briefly stated, is whether 
cotton compressed by the Monger sys- 
tem, right at the gin, shall be trans- 
ported at the same rate as regularly 
compressed cotton, or rather whether 
for purposes of transportation cotton 
compressed by the Monger compress 
shall be considered as compressed cot- 
eh 

In the event the railroad commission 
should decide in the affirmative and 
hold that the cotton compressed by this 
eystem at the gin should be transported 
ag compressed cdatton, these Monger 
presses which can be put in at a cost 
ef about $3,000, would be placed at 
mest of the gins ana the work done 
r‘ght there. ° . 

The result of this would be that the 
necessity for the big cotton compresses, 
all of which are practically owned 
by the railroads, would be done away 
with and they would thus become com- 
paratively useless except for scrap iron, 
It can readily be seen how this wouid 
cause a loss of perhaps hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the owners of 
the compresses, nov only in the ma- 
chinery iiself, but in the profits which 
a how derive from compressing cot- 

n. ° 


Complaint Is Heard. 

The complaint in question is made by 
J. S. Cowart, of Arlington, who has put 
in a Monger press at his gin at that 
place. Mr. Cowart asks the railroad 
commission to compel the railroads to 
transport his cotton compressed by this 
@ystem as compressed ootton. 

Fur example, the present rate on cot- 
ton. trom Arlington to Savannah is 40 
cents per hundred. This rate includes 
the compfesSing, which is figured at 
@bout 10 cents per hundred pounds. so 
that if the cotton {fs delivered to the 
railroads already compressed it would 
.Feduce the rate to about 30 cents per 
hundred, ang this is the rate which Mr. 
Cowart wWitits from Ariington to Sa- 
vannah. 

The railroad commission had the case 
up for hearing yesterday, Mr. Cowart 
Being represented by Judge Howard Van 
pps. For the railroads there were 
present General Freight Agent W. 5. 
Estes, of the Central of Georgja; Gen- 
eral Freight Agent L.. Green, of the 
Southern; General Freight Agent A. G. 
Jackson, of the Georgia railroad; Gen- 
eral I'reight Agent George R. Knox, of 
the NashviMe, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis; General Freight Agent James 
Menzies, of the Atlantic Coast Line; 
Genera! Freight Agent A. R. Smith, of 
the West Point, ang Assistant Genera! 
Freight Agent L. E, Chalenor, of the 
Seaboard. 

The testimony brought out the fact 
that whereas from thirty to forty bales 
of uncompressed cotton can be packed 
in the standard freight cur, about sixty- 
five to seventy bales compressed by the 
Monger system can be put in the same 
ear. It was claimed that while the 
Monger bale is not so closely compressed

more space, because it is a shorter bale.

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NAMES OF STATESBORO MOB 
WILL GO TO THE GRAND JURY 


Evidence Is Sent by Governor Terrell fo Solicitor 
General Rawlings---Democrats Urged to Vote. 
Congressional Committee to Meet. 


T is now up to the superior court of 

Bulloch county to deal with the lead- 

ers and members of the mob which 
took the negroes, Reed and Cato, away 
from the troops and burned them at the 
stake. 

Governor Terrell yesterday shipped by 
exprees to Solicitor General B. T. Hawl- 
ings, of the middle circuit, to which Bul- 
loch county belongs, the testimony taken 
before the court of inquiry appointed to 
investigate the action of the troops at 
Statesboro at the time the negroes were 


lynched. This testimony gives a num- 
ber of names of those who are said to 
have participated in the work of the 
mob. oF 

In addition to the foregoing a part of 
the testimony taken before the court mar- 
tial which tried Captain Robert M. Hitch 
and other officers involved, will be sent 
today to Solicitor General Rawlings. This 
testimony contafos an additional list 
of names of those who are said to have 
participated in the mob. 

When the verdicts of the court martial 
have been acted upon and this testimony 
placed in the hands of the solicitor gen- 
eral of the circuit, Governor Terrell will 
have done all in his power to vindicate 
the law. It is not within his power to 
take any other steps, and if anything 
else is to be done it must be done by 
the grand jury and the court officials in 
Bulloch county. 

The verdicts of the court martial were 
not filed with the adjutant general yes- 
terday, as was expected. The officials 
who have had charge of the work of 
preparing them were not able to get them 
ready in Zme. They will be filed today, 
however, and will be presented at once 
to the governor for his action. It is ex- 
pected the governor’s decision will be an- 
nounced some time during the day.

“After all the other possible evidence 
had been taken, a demand wag made | 
upon Clerk of the Superior Court Kin- 
eaid for the ballot boxes in order that 
the tickets might be compared with the 
voters’ lists. Clerk Kincaid thas refused 
to deliver up the ballot boxes, and as- 
serts that he will not do so. 

“It is required ander the law that the 
evidence in such contests must be taken 
within thirty days after the election, but 
unless the contestants can have the 
ballot boxes brought into court, it is ap- 
parent they cannot conclude the testi- 
mony. They may indict the clerk of the 
superior court for a misdemeanor r 
refusing to produce them, and there s 
some talk of that when T left Blue ge. 
Another plan ig to mandamus hi But 
it can readily be seen that either of 
these proceedings could be carried on 
through the courts unt{l a time long 
after the expiration of the thirty days 
for taking evidence, and then the con- 
test would fal] through. It looks as if 
the contest will be a failure on this ac- 
count. 

“Without discussing the merits of the 
contest in Fannin, it is apparent that 
some more effective method for get- 
ting at the ballot boxes when necessary 
is required, or the time for taking evi- 
dence in such cases should be extended 
by law unti] the questions involved in 
such contests can be decided. I don't 
know who is right in this contest, but 
there should be no obstruction to all the 
facts in the case being brought to light, 
and the whole matter decided on its 
merits.’’ 7

Wildcat Insurance Company, 


Comptroller General Wiliam =A. 
Wright has received five letters within 
the last two days from widely sepa- 
rated sections of the state, but all from 
sparsely settled localities, making in- 
quiries about the standing of the Hart- 
ford Insurance Company, of New York 

city. Be 

This company which, it appears, has. 
assumed @ name similar to that of one 
of the old and well-established fire in- 
surance companies, is seeking, to do 
business without authority of law, in 
sections of the state where the rates 
charged by other companies are some- 
what high ' , 

The Hartforg Insurance Company, of 
New York city, is not licensed to do 
business in Georgia, and any of its 
agents or representatives wha may be 
caught within the state are liable to 
prosecution and indictment. Sv far as 
the comptroller general could find, there 
is no record of this company in any of 
the insurance reports. He, therefore, re- 
gards it as a Wildcat company organized 
for the purpose of getting money out 
of the people and one which assumes 
no risk or responsibility. 

The comptroller general thinks that 
such a concern as this shoulg be denied 


the use of the mails on the ground of 
fraud, and he expects to take the matter 
up with the postoffice authorities at 
Washington. 


Says He Did Not Vote. 

Rev. A. M. Williams, of Savannah, who 
made the charge from his pulpit in that 
city recently that there had peen ex- 
tensive fraud in counting the votes in the 
election in Chatham county, and that the 
ballot boxes had been stuffed to the ex- 
tent of more than 3,000 votes, was at the 
capitol yesterday for the purpose of mak.
